1. Based on applicant's comments that there is a correlation between the claimed 'segment' 
and actual traces routed on a PCB (including the inherently required vias), the examiner 
withdraws all rejections to all claims.

In the examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in 
the art to define a 'segment' as enabled and defined by applicant's comments (arguments 
filed 10-21-2009 and 5-29-2009), and the specification and use it to route traces as per 
the well known trace routing to reduce crosstalk teachings of the prior art.
